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MONTANA  AIRLINE  SERVICE 


Montana  is  served  by  both  trunk  and  local  service 
airlines  o The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has 
taken  action  to  represent  Montana  communities  in 
contacting  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  on  the  matter 
of  improved  airline  service  to  our  communities.  We 
in  Montana  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  justifying 
service  to  our  towns  which  are  small  and  with  our 
large  area  and  limited  population,  we  are  continuously 
faced  with  justifying  both  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  and  the  airlines  our  peculiar  need  for  air 
transportation,  the  evaluation  of  which  is  influenced 
by  standards  established  for  high  density  population 
areas , 

Aviation  is  a rapidly  advancing  industry.  Additional 
factors  influencing  service  to  our  communities  are 
the  new  types  of  airline  equipment  being  placed  in 
service  with  the  airlines  faced  with  the  problem  of 
adjusting  their  patterns  to  larger,  faster  and  heavier 
aircraft. 

The  trunk  airlines  are  becoming  international  in 
scope;  the  local  service  airlines  are  replacing  the 
trunk  airline  service,  with  an  eye  to  commuter 
service  between  high  density  population  cities, 

Montana  would  be  better  served  by  a third  level 
carrier  with  smaller  circuitous  routings  and  more 
frequent  schedules. 

Twenty-five  representatives  of  the  communities 
of  Butte,  Bozeman,  Missoula  and  Helena  met  with 
the  Director  and  the  Commission  Attorney  and 
requested  that  the  Commission  take  action  to  ask 
Northwest  Airlines  to  give  more  convenient  service 
to  those  communities.

The  Commission  Attorney  and  the  Director  met 
with  Don  Nyrop,  President  of  Northwest  Airlines, 
and  brought  to  his  personal  attention  the  needs  of 
these  cities  for  better  airline  service.

Nyrop  commented  on  the  interest  of  Northwest 
in  giving  jet  service  and  turbo-jet  service  to  all 
cities  on  their  route  and  expressed  his  regret  that 
it  is  economically  impossible  for  Northwest  to 
improve  service  to  Montana  cities  at  this  time, 
but  that  an  effort  would  be  made  to  furnish  turbo-jet 
service  with  more  rapid  schedules  to  the  commun- 
ities now  being  served  by  his  airline.

SEARCH  & RESCUE  AND  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  by  agree- 
ment with  the  Air  Force,  assumes  the  responsibility 
for  the  direction  of  search  and  rescue  operations 
involving  civilian  aircraft  and  the  facilities  of  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  in  Montana  are 
.made  available  to  the  Air  Force  on  request  for 
search  and  rescue  operations  pertaining  to  military 
aircrafto  The  Commission  personnel  and  members 
of  the  search  and  rescue  organization  of  the  Com- 
mission participated  in  fourteen  search  and  rescue 
incidents  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  search  and  rescue  organization  established  by 
the  Commission  is  integrated  in  to  the  State  Civil 
Defense  Plan  and  in  effect,  the  search  and  rescue 
missions  are  training  missions  for  the  use  of  air- 
craft in  Montana  in  civil  defense. 

The  Commission  has  established  a network  of  air- 
to-ground  communication  facilities  throughout  the 
State  with  fifty  unicorn  radios  having  been  placed 
on  airports  in  Montana,  transmitting  and  receiving 
on  the  frequencies  of  122.8  me,,  123,0  me , , and 
121,5  me.  This  radio  network  is  also  a part  of  the 
State  Civil  Defense  Plan. 

There  are  between  1200  and  1400  aircraft  in  Montana, 
the  owners  of  which  have  volunteered  the  use  of 
their  equipment  in  search  and  rescue  and  civil 
defense.  There  are  240  crop  spraying  aircraft  in 
the  State  equipped  with  spray  booms  and  these  air- 
craft could  be  vital  in  an  operation  of  decontamin- 
ation of  areas  subject  to  radiological  fallout,  A 
record  of  these  aircraft  is  currently  maintained 
in  the  office  of  the  Commission, 
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The  Air  Force  has  established  a Reserve  Unit 
in  Helena,  the  responsibility  for  which  is  rend- 
ering service  to  tactical  aircraft  which  may  land 
at  a civilian  field  in  this  area  under  conditions  of 
enemy  attacko  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission has  offered  the  facilities  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  Helena  Airport  to  this  Air  Force 
Recovery  Unite  Additional  facilities  for  this  Unit 
are  needed  and  plans  are  underway  to  making 
available  storage  and  office  space  for  this  Air 
Force  operation^ 
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ALASKA  AIR  TOUR 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  together 
with  the  State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  sponsored 
an  air  tour  to  Alaska,  the  objective  of  which  was 
to  develop  interest  in  support  of  the  surfacing  of 
the  Alaska  Highway.  There  were  ninety-eight 
people  who  participated  in  the  tour,  flying  to 
Alaska  in  eighteen  aircraft.

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FLIGHT  INSTRUCTORS  REFRESHER  COURSE 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  setting  up 
a Flight  Instructors  Refresher  Course,  which  will 
be  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Commission,  the  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  and  the  Montana  Aviation  Trades 
Association,  The  curriculum  for  this  course  is 
patterned  after  a similar  course  which  has  been 
offered  for  several  years  by  the  Royal  Canadian 
Flying  Clubs  and  the  Flight  Operators  in  Canada, 

A study  of  the  aircraft  accidents  in  Montana  over 
a period  of  time  has  revealed  that  the  accident  rate 
in  aircraft  operations  is  unreasonably  high,  A 
basic  cause  of  these  accidents  seems  to  be  stalls, 
the  cause  of  which  may  be  attributed  to  insufficient 
training  and  lack  of  supervision  of  inexperienced 
pilots.  The  Canadian  system  of  keeping  flight 
instructors  current  has  materially  reduced  the 
number  of  stall  accidents  as  shown  by  Canadian 
statistics  and  the  Commission  feels  that  a pro- 
gram of  up-grading  flight  instructors  will  reduce 
accident  rates  and  improve  safety  in  flying  in 
Montana,  The  Flight  Operators  in  Montana  and 
the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  are  giving  full 
support  to  this  program,  which  may  be  adopted 
in  other  parts  of  the  Country. 
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AVIATION  EDUCATION 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  with  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  has  for 
many  years  sponsored  workshops  for  teachers  at 
our  Montana  Colleges  „ 

The  theme  of  these  teacher  workshops  is  to  inform 
the  teachers  on  aviation  activities  and  impart  to  them 
a general  knowledge  of  the  subjecto  An  important 
adjunct  to  the  workshop  program  is  the  making  of 
aviation  material  available  to  the  teachers  enrolled 
in  the  workshops  and  also  informing  them  of  sources 
of  aviation  material  which  they  may  use  in  the  courses 
that  they  teach  in  school.  The  underlying  theme  or 
principle  behind  the  aviation  education  workshop  pro- 
gram is  the  integration  of  aviation  material  into 
existing  courses  without  initiating  additional  courses 
into  the  saturated  school  curriculum,, 

Emphasis  is  being  placed  on  interesting  'grade  school 
teachers  in  attending  these  workshops  as  it  is  con- 
sidered important  and  essential  that  elementary  school 
youngsters  become  interested  in  aviation  and  science 
so  that  they  may  select  a curriculum  in  high  school 
to  better  prepare  them  for  training  in  technical  fields. 
Workshops  were  held  this  year  at  Billings,  Havre 
and  Dillon. 

It  is  considered  that  Montana  has  an  outstanding 
aviation  education  program  and  we  frequently  receive 
inquiry  from  other  States  who  seek  information  on 
this  joint  project  sponsored  by  these  two  State 
agencie  s . 
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LEGISLATION 


The  income  and  operations  of  the  Montana  Aero- 
nautics Commission  were  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  last  Legislature  and  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Commission,  the  Legislature  estab- 
lished line  appropriations  specifying  the  amount  of 
money  which  may  be  spent  by  the  Commission  in 
various  categories  including  the  Salary  of  the 
Department  Head  at  $9,000;  Operation  at  $94,692; 
Capital  Expenditures  at  $41,532  and  Aviation 
Education  Grant  at  $16,500.,  All  additional  monies 
from  income  were  listed  for  expenditure  on 
operations  related  to  airport  development  and 
maintenance. 
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PUBLICATIONS 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  com- 
piling data  for  the  revision  of  the  Montana  Aero- 
nautics Chart,  This  map  has  proven  very  valuable 
to  air  navigation  in  our  State  and  the  Commission 
makes  these  maps  available  to  pilots  through  the 
flight  operators  in  the  State,  The  last  map  was 
published  in  1959  and  the  revised  Montana  Aero- 
nautics Chart  will  be  available  to  pilots  early  in 
the  calendar  year  1962, 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  produced 
an  airport  directory  of  the  State  which  is  a loose- 
leaf  publication  giving  full  information  on  all  air- 
ports in  the  State  and  includes  diagrams  of  each 
airport.  This  publication  is  made  available  to  all 
pilots  in  Montana  who  register  annually  with  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission, 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  produces 
a monthly  newsletter  which  is  distributed  to  all 
Montana  pilots  and  contains  current  information 
of  value  to  pilots  and  the  aviation  industry. 


The  above  publications  are  in  line  with  the  general 
precedent  in  which  most  States  in  the  Country 
produce  and  distribute  material  on  aviation  and 
related  subjects  to  the  respective  States, 
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SUPERIOR'S  NEW  AIRPORT 

This  new  airport  is  a typical  example  of  the  many 
airports  being  developed  throughout  Montana,  The 
airport,  being  a public  utility,  serves  all  phases  of 
local  industry,  agriculture  and  recreation;  it  stim- 
ulates economic  and  civil  development;  and  aids 
greatly  in  civil  defense  and  emergency  uses. 
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AIRPORT  PROJECTS 


Airports  in  Montana  are  developed  either  singly 
or  jointly  by  the  agencies  concerned,  which  include 
the  aviation  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government, 
the  State  of  Montana,  the  Counties  and  the  Cities, 
Montana  law  provides  that  funds  for  airport 
development  may  come  from  a two  mill  levy  at 
City  or  County  level  or  by  a bond  issue  and  these 
funds  may  be  used  together  or  separately  or  in 
conjunction  with  Federal  funds  and/or  State  funds; 
Federal  funds  being  allocated  by  Congress  and  used 
as  allocated  in  the  National  Airport  Plan  and  State 
funds  being  made  available  and  administered  through 
the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  and  from  a 1^ 
tax  on  aviation  fuel. 


The  Montana  State  aviation  funds  and  airport  funds 
are  unique  in  that  a large  part  of  these  funds  come 
from  a 1^  tax  on  aviation  fuel  used  in  military  air- 
craft operations  and  are  in  the  form  of  a fee  paid 
by  refineries  for  the  privilege  of  selling,  or 
producing,  aircraft  fuel  in  Montana, 


White  Sulphur  Springs  Airport 
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The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  con- 
tinually in  mind  the  source  of  these  funds  and  many 
airport  developments  in  Montana  have  been  of 
direct  benefit  to  military  aircraft  operations  „ We 
have  several  runways  on  airports  in  the  State 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  military  jet  aircrafto 
The  municipal  airport  at  Great  Falls  is  a good  example 
and  the  runway  facilities  of  that  airport  very  mater- 
ially exceed  the  needs  for  the  operation  of  civilian 
aircraft  and  have  been  developed  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  serving  military  tactical  jet  aircraft 
operated  by  the  Air  Force  and  the  Air  National 
Guard . 

An  emergency  airport  which  has  been  taken  over  and 
maintained  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
at  Dell,  Montana,  is  a facility  which  had  been  dis- 
carded by  Federal  agencies  and  is  maintained  as  a 
recreational  and  emergency  field  by  the  Commissiono 
The  landing  of  one  jet  airplane  recently  on  the  Dell 
airstrip  in  an  emergency  saved  the  airplane  and  per- 
haps the  life  of  the  pilot  and  with  the  cost  of  one  jet 
airplane  being  estimated  at  $1,000,000,  the  saving 
to  the  Air  Force  exceeded  all  of  the  Air  Force  fuel 
funds  which  have  been  contributed  to  the  State  of 
Montana  and  aviation  development  in  the  State  over 
a period  of  several  years. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  very 
materially  aided  in  the  stimulation  of  airport 
development  in  Montana  by  a procedure  in  which 
the  Commission  has  loaned  funds  to  cities  and 
counties  for  five  years  at  no  interest  up  to  amounts 
of  $50,000.  These  funds  are  used  with  city  and 
county  fluids,  together  with  matching  federal  funds 
for  airport  projects,  the  cost  of  which  exceeds  the 
funds  available  from  the  tax  levy  in  a community 
in  any  one  year.

Montana  was  ninth  in  the  nation  in  the  number  of 
airport  projects  during  this  fiscal  year.  The 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  developed  and 
operates  twelve  emergency  and  recreational  air- 
ports and  also  provides  cities  and  counties  with  an 
engineering  grant  on  a matching  basis  not  to  exceed 
$1,000  for  the  purpose  of  financing  preliminary 
engineering  to  determine  the  cost  of  airport 
projects  which  may  be  considered„ 

The  airport  development  program  of  the  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission  is  recognized  as  being  of 
value  to  the  economy  of  our  State  by  the  Cities  and 
Counties  and  the  Industry  in  Montana,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Railroad  Industry,  which  feels  that 
their  tax  money  is  used  for  financing  facilities 
being  used  by  airlines,  which  are  competitive  to 
themo 
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The  views  of  the  Railroad  Industry  on  Montana 
airports  do  not  include  an  evaluation  by  them  of 
the  very  material  subsidy  which  the  Railroads  have 
justifiably  enjoyed  over  many  years  in  grants  by 
the  Federal  Government  of  lands  rich  in  timber  and 
oil,  A very  substantial  contribution  to  the  revenues 
of  the  railroads,  and  exceeding  the  taxes  they  pay 
for  airports,  is  made  by  the  increased  production 
of  Montana  agriculture  which  may  be  credited  to' 
the  Aviation  Industry  through  the  operating  by 
agricultural  aircraft  in  the  control  of  noxious 
weeds  and  insects. 


U,S,F,S,  Airplanes  Being  Loaded  With 
Fire  Retardant  at  Helena  Airport 
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A survey  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  credited  a twenty  per-cent  in- 
crease in  the  wheat  yield  to  the  use  of  chemicals 
for  the  control  of  broad  leaf  weeds.  Five  to 
seven  million  acres  of  wheat  land  are  sprayed 
annually  in  Montana  and  over  half  of  this  spraying 
is  done  by  the  use  of  aircraft,  A large  percentage 
of  our  wheat  yield  is  exported  via  Railroads, 

Insect  control  in  timber  by  the  use  of  aircraft  and 
the  control  of  fire  by  aircraft  has  saved  a very  sub- 
stantial amount  of  lumber,  large  quantities  of  which 
are  exported  from  Montana  on  the  Railroads,  The 
airplane  in  Montana  is  a valuable  instrument  in 
the  production  and  the  conservation  of  our  resources, 
all  of  which  contributes  very  materially  to  the  rev- 
enues derived  by  the  Railroads, 

It  is  believed  that  the  diminishing  passenger  business 
of  the  Railroads  may  be  attributed  to  our  improved 
highways  and  the  increased  operating  speeds  of  the 
modern  automobiles  rather  than  to  competition  by 
the  phenomenal  airline  service

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AIRPORT  PROJECTS  COMPLETED 
IN  FISCAL  YEAR  1961 


BRIDGER 

An  airstrip  construction  project  was  completed 
at  a cost  of  $16,646,  The  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  loaned  Carbon  County  $10,000  and 
$6,646  worth  of  actual  work  was  done  by  the 
County,  A stabilized  turf  runway  3000'  x 75' 
was  built. 

CHESTER 

A new  paved,  lighted  3200'  E/W  runway  was 
constructed  on  the  Liberty  County  Airport  at 
the  total  cost  of  $64,504,  This  was  a local.  State 
and  Federal  project  with  the  State  loaning  $10,000,

COLUMBUS 


The  City  of  Columbus  built  a 2700'  paved  runwayo 
This  project  was  made  possible  through  a loan 
from  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  in  the 
amount  of  $5,270, 

CONRAD 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  loaned  $9,999o6S 
to  this  airport  board  for  a runway  construction  project. 
This  joint  venture  between  local,  State  and  Federal 
agencies  cost  $48,000.  This  project  is  unique  in  that 
it  is  the  first  soil  cement  runway  built  in  Montana, 

DILLON 

A new  4000'  N/S  paved  runway  was  constructed  on 
the  Beaverhead  County  Airport,  Total  project  cost 
$53,000,  This  was  a joint  local.  State  and  Federal 
project,  with  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
loaning  $9, 999, 

GREAT  FALLS 

The  City  of  Great  Falls  placed  an  asphaltic  con- 
crete overlay  on  the  N/S  runway  at  the  Great  Falls 
International  Airport,  Total  cost  of  project  $197,076, 
The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  participated 
in  this  project  with  a loan  in  the  amount  of  $50,000, 

KALISPELL 

The  Flathead  County  Airport  was  improved  with  a 
runway  extension  and  the  construction  of  new  taxi- 
ways.  The  total  cost  of  this  Federal,  State  and 
local  project  was  $1  16,905,  The  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  loaned  $28,000  for  assisting  financing 
of  this  project.

MEADOW  CREEK 

This  emergency-recreational  airstrip  was  improved 
by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  through  funds  given 
them  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  The 
cost  of  this  runway  extension  was  $5,000.

MILES  CITY 

The  Miles  City  Airport  had  a reconstruction  program

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SUPERIOR 


A new  airport  with  a paved  3400'  runway  was  built 
for  the  Town  of  Superior  and  Mineral  County, 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  granted 
this  airport  $500  for  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the 
preliminary  engineering  necessary  to  start  the 
project. 

TOWNSEND 

An  airport  project  consisting  of  a new  paved  runway 
for  the  City  of  Townsend  and  Broadwater  County 
was  completed  at  a cost  of  $17,000,  The  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission  loaned  $6,000  on  this 
project.

BOZEMAN 

A Federal,  State  and  local  project  at  Gallatin  Field 
is  now  underway.  The  NW/SE  runway  is  being 
reconstructed  along  with  new  taxiways  and  aprons » 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  loaned  $9,999 
on  this  $322, 122  project. 

DEER  LODGE 

A paved  runway,  taxiway  and  apron  is  being  constructed 
on  the  Deer  Lodge  Airports  The  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  is  loaning  $23,988  on  this  projecto  The 
total  cost  will  be  $61,800. 

GERALDINE 

The  Town  of  Geraldine  and  Chouteau  County  are  in 
the  process  of  rebuilding  their  airport  to  meet  mod- 
ern standards.  The  airport  will  have  a 2900'  paved 
runway  with  paved  taxiway  and  apron.  Total  cost  - 
$63,262.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is 
loaning  $10,000  on  this  project. 

GLASGOW 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  granted  the 
City-County  Airport  Commission  $1,000  to  aid  in 
financing  the  cost  of  preliminary  engineering  for  the 
development  of  the  Glasgow  Municipal  Airport, 

GLENDIVE 

The  City  of  Glendive  is  building  a new  paved  cross- 
wind  runway  on  the  Glendive  City  Airport.  The 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  loaning  $25,000 
to  the  Airport  Board  with  the  City  of  Glendive  fin- 
ancing the  balance  of  the  $31,500  project. 
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HAVRE 


The  Aeronautics  Commission  granted  the  City- 
County  Airport  Commission  $1,000  for  one-half 
the  cost  of  preliminary  engineering  for  a study  on 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Havre  Airport. 

HELENA 

A preliminary  engineering  grant  of  $1,000  was  made 
to  the  Helena  Airport  Board,  This  grant  made 
possible  an  engineering  study  and  the  development 
of  an  airport  master  plan.  An  airport  reconstruction 
project  was  then  set  up,  and  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year  a new  runway  was  under  construction. 

LIVINGSTON 

A runway  is  being  reconstructed  at  Mission  Field, 

The  project  is  now  underway  and  the  total  cost  will 
be  $96,885,  The  Aeronautics  Commission  is 
loaning  the  Joint  City-County  Airport  Board  $20,000 
for  this  Federal,  State  and  local  venture,  Livingston 
did  not  have  a paved  runway  previously. 

MILES  CITY 

The  Joint  City-County  Airport  Board  has  started  con- 
struction on  a hangar-shop  building  to  serve  the  Miles 
City  Airport,  This  is  a State  and  local  project,  with 
the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  loaning  $10,000 
to  aid  in  the  financing  of  this  $24,998  building, 

PHILIPSBURG 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  made  a 
preliminary  engineering  grant  of  $1,000  to  assist 
the  City  of  Philipsburg  in  developing  a master  plan 
for  the  creation  of  a new  airport. 

RED  LODGE 

The  construction  of  a new  paved  runway  for  the  City 
of  Red  Lodge  and  Carbon  County  is  now  underway. 
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The  Aeronautics  Commission  has  loaned  the  local 
Airport  Board  $10,000  to  apply  toward  the  total 
cost  of  $90,600o  This  is  a joint  pro  gram  between 
Federal,  State  and  local  agencies„ 

SCOBEY 

A Federal,  State  and  local  project  was  initiated  in  FY 
1961  for  the  Scobey  Airport  serving  Daniels  County,, 

A new  NW/SE  paved  runway  was  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission loaned  $10,000  on  this  $40,700  project. 

THREE  FORKS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  granted  the 
Gallatin  County  Airport  Board  $500  for  preliminary 
engineering  costs  for  the  development  of  a master 
plan  for  the  Three  Forks  Airport. 

WINIFRED 

The  Town  of  Winifred  in  Fergus  County  initiated  an 
airport  project  consisting  of  a runway  lighting  system. 
The  Aeronautics  Commission  loaned  $1,500  on  this 
State  and  local  project.
